Description of the Property 


(i) 








Overview 

The KKFC lies in the Tenasserim Range on the boundary between Thailand and 
Myanmar and covers a vast forest area of 3 western Thailand provinces: Ratchaburi, 
Phetchaburi, and Prachuab Kirikhan. The complex protects the headwaters of many 
important rivers such as Phetchaburi, Kui Buri, Pranburi, Phachi, and Mae Klong Rivers. 
There are 4 legally gazetted protected areas in the complex, one wildlife sanctuary 
(Mae Nam Phachi protected under the Wildlife Protection and Preservation Act, 1992) 
and three national parks (Chaloem Phrakiat Thai Prachan, Kaeng Krachan and Kui Buri 
protected under the National Park Act, 1961). Kaeng Krachan and Kui Buri National 
Parks are connected by Kui Buri Forest Reserve and the Army Reserve Zone. This 
corridor is under the Forest Reserve Act (1964) and the Military Reserve Zone Act 
(1935). The total area of the KKFC is 482,225 hectare. The KKFC has been a 
designated ASEAN Heritage Site since December 18th, 2003. Summary of each unit

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Kaeng Krachan provides diverse habitats for many regionally important wildlife species 
as a result of being the meeting place of 4 zoological geographical regions. Six hundred and 
sixty five wildlife species are found in the area with 85 species of mammals, 456 species of 
birds, 67 species of reptiles, 23 species of amphibians, and 34 species of fishes. Kaeng 
Krachan is one of few known remaining natural habitats for the critically endangered (CR- 
IUCN Red List) Siamese crocodile (Crocodylus siamensis). The endangered species (EN) 
found in the area are banteng (Bos javanicus), tiger (Panthera tigris), elephant (Elephas 
maximus) and asiatic wild dog (Cuon alpinus), asian giant tortoise (Manouria emys) and 
yellow tortoise (Indotestudo elongate). Other threatened species under the vulnerable 
species category (VU) are marbled cat (Pardofelis marmorata), clouded leopard (Neofelis 
nebulosa), fishing cat (Prionailurus viverrinus), asiatic golden cat (Catopuma temminckii), 
asian tapir (Tapirus indicus), asiatic black bear (Ursus thibetanus), gaur (Bos gaurus), serow 
(Capricornis sumatraensis), stump-tailed macaque (Macaca arctoides), smooth coated 
otter (Lutrogale perspicillata), plain-pouched hornbill (Aceros subruficollis), blue-banded 
kingfisher (Alcedo euryzona), white-fronted scops-owl (Otus Sagittatus), pale-capped pigeon 
(Columba punicea), wood snipe (Gallinago nemoricola), silver oriole (Oriolus mellianus), and 
grey-sided thrush (Turdus feae). Kaeng Krachan is also rich in butterflies, with 292 


recorded from a total of 1,300 species in Thailand.

Mae Nam Phachi WSis a rugged mountainous area, which is a part of the Tenasserim 
Ranges with the highest peak at 1,062 masl. The main river system of the area is the Phachi River 
that runs to the Kwai River, which is a branch of the Mae Klong River. Almost 9796 of the area is 
covered with 5 types of forest: dry evergreen forest (60.4496), moist evergreen forest (21.0696) 
mixed deciduous forest (13.896), dry dipterocarp forest (2.2696), montane forest (1.5496); and the 
rest is secondary forest (0.996). The Phachi WS is one of the most important habitats for wildlife. 
The area is connected to the vast forest area in Myanmar and the Kaeng Krachan NP. Thus, wildlife 
moves freely across the national border and to the national park. At least 394 wildlife species have 
been identified including 70 mammals, 265 birds, 34 reptiles, 15 amphibians, and 10 fishes. The 
endangered species in the area are banteng (Bos javanicus), tiger (Panthera tigris), leopard 
(Panthera pardus), and Asiatic wild dog (Cuon alpinus). The vulnerable species are southern serow 
(Capricornis sumatraensis), Asian tapir (Tapirus indicus), Asiatic black bear (Ursus thibetanus), 
plain-pouched hornbill (Aceros subruficollis), smooth-coated otter (Lutrogale perspicillata), and 
stump-tailed macaque (Macaca arctoides). Other wildlife in the area are banded langur (Presbytis 
femoralis), white-handed gibbon (Hylobates lar), golden jackal (Canis aureus), gaur (Bos gaurus), 


brown hornbill (Anorrhinus tickelli), white-rumped falcon (Polihierax insignis).

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(ii) Physical Characteristics 


The KKFC encompasses an area of 482,225 hectares located in Ratchaburi, 
Phetchaburi, and Prachuab Kirikhan provinces. It is connected to a forest area in 
Myanmar with the Tenasserim Ranges as a natural border between the two countries. 
The KKFC is a watershed area of many important rivers such as the Phetchaburi, 
Pranburi, Kui Buri, and Phachi Rivers. Some of these rivers provide water to the Sam 
Roi Yod National Park (Ramsar Site), which is one of the most well known areas for 
water birds in Thailand. The area's topography is rugged with high mountains in the 
west and rolling hills to the east. Elevation ranges between 100-1,500 meters above 
sea level. The area's geology is mostly granite and limestone. The climate is influenced 
by the north-eastern and south-western monsoon winds. The rainy season generally 
starts in mid-May and ends in mid October. The cool season is from mid October to mid 


February with the dry season from mid February to mid May. 


(iii) Biological characteristics 
(a) Forest types 


Forest types and forest areas of the KKFC are shown in Table 1. Dry evergreen 
forest covers a majority of the area. Other types of the forest are Mix Deciduous 
forest, Montane Evergreen forest, Moist Evergreen forest, Secondary Forest, and 
Dry Dipterocarp forest. The KKFC is a home to many plants considered 
important for their conservation and scientific values (Table 2). Endemic species 


are shown in Table 3.

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History and Development 


The KKFC has been a target area of conservation for 30 years ago. In 1978, the first protected 
area of the complex, Mae Nam Phachi WS, was designated. Kaeng Krachan NP was 
designated in 1981 as an adjacent area in the south as the result of His majesty the King 
Rama IX initiatives given to the Director General of 
Royal Forestry Department in 1979 as for his 
concerns on protection of Petchaburi river's head 
watershed, the main water source for Kaeng 
Krachan reservoir. Kui Buri NP was designated in 
1999. Chaloem Phrakiat Thai Prachan NP was 
recently designated in 2012. 





The aim of the protected area designations is to 
protect the overall ecological integrity of the area, 
including the outstanding wildlife values, and to 
protect the forests that constitute the watershed 
area for Petchaburi and  Prajuab JKirikhan 
provinces. The efforts of the Royal Thai 


Government to conserve this forest complex are 





clearly demonstrated by the designations. 
Furthermore the Government has developed partnerships and ongoing collaboration with non- 
governmental organizations such as WWF Thailand and Wildlife Conservation Society (WCS) to 
investigate threats to the complex and design appropriate solutions. Undertaking research 
and designing mitigation strategies on human-elephant conflict at Kui Buri NP is one example. 
Kaeng Krachan NP is involved with detailed field work for wildlife inventory. Prey recovery 
zones have been established to promote recovery of tiger populations. In addition, the KKFC 
ecosystem management plan has recently been completed. Furthermore, the KKFC was 
declared as the ASEAN Heritage Site in 2003. All of these projects illustrate the significance of 
this forest complex values to the ASEAN region and the investment made in conservation by 


the Royal Thai Government. 


His majesty the King Bhumipol during his visit at Kaeng Krachan reservoir 
in 1979 gave his initiatives on protection of Kaeng Krachan forest for his 
concerns on protection of Petchaburi river's head watershed, the main 
water source for Kaeng Krachan reservoir. 


Kaeng Krachan dam was completed in the year 1966 having a height of 58 
meters, length of /60 meters. It was built to resolve water shortage 
problem in Amphoe Hau Hin.

The KKFC has a long history of human settlement. Artifacts from the pre-historical period, i.e. 
stone axes, were excavated from the Wiman Cave in the village of Pala-u Noi, in Prajaub 
Kirikhan Province. The current Dynasty of Thailand (Chakri Dynasty) also has a close link to 
the Petchaburi River as one of the five major rivers used in the Royal Access to the Throne 
Ceremony for the King. Historically, King Rama V (Chulalongkorn) took water from the river for 
his drinking water. Moreover, the KKFC is a famous place for the Royal white elephant 
captivation. At least 7 white elephants were caught in the area and brought to the King of 


Thailand since the Ayuddhaya Era.

Karen and Karang people have long been living in the forest complex, and their offspring still 
live in the village of Pong Luek and the village of Bang Kloy inside Kaeng Krachan NP. 
Currently, there are 12 human settlement areas within the boundary of the KKFC with a total 


population estimated at 3,236. 
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
